Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  & Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report, 
some  details  of  which  are  summarised  below. 

The  vital  statistics  were  again  generally  satisfactory.  The  birth 
rate  was  21.1  per  1,000  compared  with  20.2  in  the  previous  year  and  an 
average  of  17.3  during  the  5 years  1956/1960.  Whilst  the  illegitimate  birth 
rate  is  lower  than  the  previous  3 years,  the  rate  is  still  regrettable. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  livebirths  per  total  livebirths  has  risen  as 
follows

A crude  death  rate  of  12.1  per  1,000  was  0.1  lower  than  the  previous 
year  and  0.7  above  the  average  of  the  preceding  5 years. 

The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  I7.4  and  the  death  rate  12.0. 

It  is  regrettable  to  note  that  there  was  1 maternal  death  (childbirth) 
but  gratifying  that  the  number  of  stillbirths  (12)  was  lower  than  the  previous 
year  (14)  though  still  higher  than  the  previous  5 year  average  of  10.  There 
were  12  infantile  deaths  as  against  a 5 year  average  of  7 but  both  the 
stillbirth  and  infantile  death  rates  compared  favourably  with  earlier  years 
generally.  It  is , however,  perhaps  interesting  to  recall  that  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  century,  although  the  number  of  births  was  approximately  only 
a half  of  the  current  numbers,  the  yearly  average  of  infantile  deaths  was  42. 

The  natural  increase  in  the  population  (i.e.  excess  of  livebirths  over 
deaths)  was  281,  the  highest  since  1948. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  there  were  again  no  deaths  from  poliomyelitis. 

3 deaths  from  Tuberculosis  occurred  but  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  deaths 
is  generally  diminishing.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  and  Heart  Disease 
are  still  a cause  for  concern  as  is  Bronchitis,  the  latter  especially  in  males. 
A perusal  of  the  figures  in  Table  III  (Causes  of  Death  over  a 10  year  period) 
will  illustrate  the  above  remarks. 

A tendency  for  the  suicide  rate  to  be  high  is  again  evident  with 
6 cases  during  the  year  compared  with  8 last  year  and  an  approximate  average  of 
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5 during  the  previous  9 years.  Deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  were 

6 against  last  year’s  figure  of  7 and  an  average  of  2.5  over  the  9 years 
1952/1960,  These  are  disturbing  figures  even  allowing  for  the  increase 
in  population  over  the  relevant  period. 

The  general  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  compared  favourably 
with  previous  years.  Measles  and  Pneumonia  notifications  were  higher  than 
last  year.  Whooping  Cough  notifications  increased  by  2 as  did  Scarlet  Fever. 

1 case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  notified,  the  second  since  1955*  6 cases  of 

Food  Poisoning  were  reported.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notifications  were 
higher  than  last  year  being  19  against  14  but  the  incidence  is  generally 
favourable.  Dysentery  notifications  fell  to  14  from  1960's  high  figure  of 
39  and  whilst  generally  comparable  with  the  previous  5 year  average  (25) 
there  appears  a tendency  for  the  figure  to  be  climbing  when  compared  with 
the  19  year  period  1935/1955  (40  cases  - average  2 a year).  1 case  of 
Poliomyelitis  was  notified,  being  an  18  month  old  child  who  recovered  well 
and  is  progressing  satisfactorily.  1 case  of  Encephalitis  was  reported, 
the  first  since  1 957 > 'the  third  since  1937*  1 case  of  Paratyphoid  was 

reported,  the  first  since  1952  and  only  the  third  in  25  years.  The  patient 
was  a 16  year  old  girl  who  eventually  made  a full  recovery. 

So  effective  has  been  the  control  of  such  serious  diseases  that  their 
existence  tends  to  be  forgotten  by  the  layman.  Their  occasional  emergence 
provides  a sharp  reminder  that  an  effective  Public  Health  Service,  with 
local  control  of  notifiable  diseases,  is  vital  to  the  welfare  of  the  community 
and  must  not  on  any  account  be  neglected  or  starved  of  staff  and  equipment. 

Once  again,  I would  express  my  appreciation  for  the  encouragement  given 
to  me  by  the  Health  Committee  and  Council  Officials,  to  the  district's 
General  Practitioners  for  their  support,  to  Dr.  Parker  and  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Staff,  Manchester  for  their  valuable  assistance  and  last  but  by  no 
means  least,  to  Mr.  Stanyard  and  the  Health  Department  Staff  for  their  loyal 
co-operation.

Denton  lies  in  the  extreme  South  East  corner  of  Lancashire. 
The  River  Tame,  a tributary  of  the  River  Mersey,  forms  the 
southerly  and  easterly  boundaries  of  the  district  and  the  County 
boundary  between  Lancashire  and  Cheshire. 


Whilst  the  town  centre  is  a mixture  of  industrial  and 
residential  properties  the  East  and  West  Wards  are  almost  entirely 
residential.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


Adjustments  to  the  register  of  tuberculosis  persons  were 
made  as  shown  in  Table  IX  (Notifications,  Transfers,  Etc.) 5 
Table  X (Age,  Grouping  and  Separation  of  sexes  of  new  cases  and 
deaths)  and  Table  XI  (incidence  and  mortality  of  Tuberculosis 
during  the  past  10  years). 

When  desired,  houses  were  disinfected  after  removal  of  a 
patient  to  hospital , and  bedding  and  personal  belongings  subjected 
to  steam  disinfection.  Structural  defects  in  houses,  particularly 
regarding  ventilation,  were  given  immediate  attention  and  any 
case  known  to  be  sharing  a bedroom  was  given  priority  in 
rehousing.  5 families  embracing  4 cases  were  rehoused  during 
the  year. 

No  action  was  required  under  the  Public  Health  Act 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925  > relating  to 
persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in 
the  milk  trade. 


CANCER 

67  deaths  were  recorded  from  Cancer  (all  forms),  giving 
a death  rate  of  2.14  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  2.16.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
environmental  health  and  public  cleansing  services  for  1961. 

Further  progress  towards  clean  air  was  made,  when,  on  the 
1st  September,  1961,  the  Denton  (Nos. 3 and  4)  Smoke  Control  Orders:  came 
into  operation,  and  later  in  the  same  month  when  the  Denton  (No.  5) 
Smoke  Control  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government.  This  will  become  operative  on  the  1st  July,  1962. 
Progress  in  the  industrial  field  also  continued. 

For  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  services  this  was  a year 
of  frustration.  Owing  to  delays  in  contracts  neither  the  new  depot  or 
the  new  controlled  tip  could  be  put  into  operation  during  the  year, 
and  it  is  expected  that  these  will  now  be  in  use  early  in  1962. 

Whilst  the  refuse  collection  service  again  provided  a regular  weekly 
collection,  operations  at  the  existing  Alpha  Tip  were  still  extremely 
difficult. 

In  conclusion,  may  I again  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  all 
colleagues  and  staff  my  gratitude  for  their  continued  support  and 
assistance.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY  s 

There  is  a constant  supply  through  mains  to  all  parts  of  the 
district  of  upland  surface  water  gathered  in  the  Manchester  Corporation 
Longdendale  reservoirs.  Filters  are  at  present  being  built  at  Woodhead 
and  Godley  to  remove  the  suspended  peat  and  clay  particles  which  cause 
discolouration  of  the  water  following  heavy  rain.  42  partially  blocked 
common  service  pipes  were  satisfactorily  cleansed  and  a good  supply 
restored. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE s 

The  drainage  of  the  district  is  on  the  partially  separate 
system.  The  sewage  from  one  area  is  collected  at  a pumping  station  and, 
after  separation  of  the  storm  water,  is  pumped  to  the  head  of  a 
gravitational  sewer.  The  whole  of  the  sewage  from  the  district  is  delivered 
ultimately  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  by  way  of  two  main  outfall 
sewers  24"  and  18"  diameter  respectively.  The  process  of  treatment 
at  the  sewage  works  consists  of  primary  clarification  of  the  sewage, 
whereby  solids  are  removed  by  sedimentation  and  chemical  precipitation, 
followed  by  treatment  on  percolating  filters  in  which  the  clarified  tank 
effluent  is  rendered  non-putrescible  by  bio -chemical  oxidisation.  The 
deposited  sludge,  which  is  screened  mechanically,  gravitates  to  the  pump 
house  and  is  pumped  into  digestive  tanks , the  digested  sludge  being 
ultimately  dried  on  adjoining  drying  beds  and  disposed  of  chiefly  for 
use  as  an  alternative  to  farmyard  manure  and  fertilisers.  The  rapid 
growth  of  the  district  necessitates  extensions  to  the  existing  sewage 
disposal  works  and  proposals  for  this  have  been  approved.

STREET  CLEANSING : 

Street  cleansing  and  gully  emptying  is  under  the  direction  of 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION ; 

A regular  weekly  collection  from  all  premises  in  the  district  was 
maintained  by  means  of  three  rear  loading  diesel  engined  vehicles  with 
salvage  trailers.  Each  vehicle  has  a crew  of  a driver  and  six  loaders. 
The  dustbin  incentive  bonus  scheme  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily. 

A fourth  wagon  was  regularly  employed  in  the  collection  of  salvage, 
trade  waste  etc.  and  a 10  cwt*  van  for  general  purposes. 

Alterations  to  the  disused  Ministry  of  Supply  Depot  in  St.  Anne's 
Road  were  started;  this  will  be  opened  as  a combined  garage  and  depot 
for  the  Health  and  Highways  Departments  in  1962.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL  % 

Refuse  disposal  was  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping,  with  the 
aid  of  a hydraulic  shovel,  on  the  main  site  at  Alpha  Tip.  This  has  been 
in  use  since  1935 > and  is  now  almost  filled  up.  A new  site  of  20  acres, 
with  an  approximate  life  of  25  years,  at  St.  Anne's  Road,  will  come  into 
use  in  1962. 


SALVAGE : 


Difficulty  was  again  experienced  during  the  year  in  obtaining 
a suitable  supply  of  labour  for  this  service.  However,  the  output 
of  baled  waste  paper  rose  by  16  tons  and  the  total  salvage  income  by 
£208.0.0.  compared  with  the  previous  year.

Two  complete 
treatments  of  the  sewers  in  the  district  were  carried  out  during  the 
year.  Infestation  of  premises  by  rats  and  mice  and  the  resultant 
measures  of  control  are  shown  in  the  Table  on  page  37*

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North 
Cheshire  Joint  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution,  and  operates  two  volumetric  analysis  instruments  for 
measuring  pollution  by  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide | one  in  the  Health 
Department  in  the  town  centre  and  one  at  the  Sewage  works  in  the 
No.  3 Smoke  Control  Area.  The  results  of  the  observations  are  shown 
on  Page  36  • As  from  April  these  results  show  both  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  in  microgrammes  per  cubic  meter. 

47  smoke  observations  were  made  during  the  year,  but  in  no 
case  was  it  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings. 

Negotiations  with  tha  management  of  one  factory  where  plastic 
scrap  was  being  disposed  of  by  burning  resulted  in  an  agreement  that 
this  should  be  removed  as  trade  waste  by  the  Health  Department. 

During  the  year,  further  complaints  were  received  regarding  the 
emission  of  fumes  from  the  Northwestern  Gas  Board's  Regional  Gas 
Works.  Again  the  full  co-operation  of  the  District  Alkali  Inspector 
and  the  management  of  the  works  was  received  and  improvements  were 
made. 


Three  applications  for  prior _ approval'  were  received,  two 
of  which  were  approved  and  one  rejected.  As  a result,  two  hand  fired 
boilers  were  converted  to  oil  firing. 

Smoke  Control  Orders  (Nos.  3 and  4)  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  September,  1961.  Denton  (No.  5)  Smoke  Control  Order  was 
submitted  to  the  Ministry,  and  confirmed  on  the  15th  September,  1961, 
the  operative  date  being  1st  July,  1962.
